Both were represent- 
atives of the Presbyterian mission 
board and were thrown into jail by the 


Turks and kept without food or water 
for many days. They have just ar- 


rived here after a week’s journey from 
Constantinople. 

“On Nov. 19, 1917, after all the rec- 
ords and correspondence of the Pres- 


‘byterian board were seized by the Turk- 
‘ish police at Beirut! I was imprisoned 
for a week and then ordered to leave 
the city, without any explanation be- 
ing given,” Mr. Dana told the corre- 
spondent. “With my wife and child I 
started for Constantinople, traveling in 


, open cars and filthy cattle trains, ex- 


posed to the bitter weather. . 
Thirty-two Frozen to Death. 

“At Karaman our train was stalled 
for three days and nights. We had no 
food or means with which to keep 
warm on a plain covered with two feet 
of snow and in a temperature below 
zero. Thirty-two persons on our train 
were frozen to death. 

“I offered $2,000 for a camel trans- 
port to Konia, a journey of three 
hours. This was declined as not being 
a sufficient amount. My wife and 
child have not recovered yet from the 
terrible ordeal. 

In Cell with Madman. 

“After living in Constantinople six 
months I was thrown into a secret 
prison at Stamboul with thirty crim- 
inals, some of whom were chained to 
the walls. Neither food nor water was 
procurable. Afterwards I was sent to 
the military prison, where I was kept 
until Sept. 3, my cellmates being an in- 
sane Turk and an Egyptian spy. The 
madman tried twice to cut my throat 
while I was asleep. 

“Most of the time I was without 
food except for a crust of black bread. 
Often I was denied water. Finally, I 
was released through the efforts of the 
naval attaché of the German embassy, 
who said he knew my imprisonment 
was an act of reprisa},to punish me 
for having aided persecuted Armenti- 
ans.” 


THREE U-BOATS 
SUNK ON NOV.9 
- BY AMERICANS 


New York, Dec. 19.—American de- 
stroyers avenged the loss of the Brit- 
ish battleship Britannia, sunk off the 
western entrance of the Straits of 
Gibraltar on Nov. 9, by destroying 
three of the five attacking submarines, 
according to officers of the American 
transport Black Arrow, which was a 
member of the Britannia’s convoy. The 
transport, formerly the German steam- 
ship Black Hawk, arrived here today 
from Gibraltar with eight American 
officers and 116 enlisted men. 

A British admiralty statement on 
Nov. 11 announced that thirty-nine of- 
ficers and 673 men of the Britannia’s 
crew were saved.

GIVE CLEMENCEAU 
PLAN FOR PEACE:

Essentials of Society of Na- 
tions Outlined for American 
Newspapers. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
PARIS, Dec. 19.—Baron d’Estour- 
nelles de Constant today gave the As- 
sociated Press the French plan for 
bringing about a society of nations 
which the baron and Senator Leon 
Bourgeois, formerly French premier, 
presented to Premier Clemenceau sey- 
eral days ago. The French ‘premier 
gave assurances that the principle of 
a society of nations would be inscribed 


before the peace congress. 

Baron d’Estournelies de Constant 
and M. Bourgeois were French dele- 
gates at both peace conferences at The 
Hague and are the French members 
of the permanent international court 
at The Hague. 


For Organized Right. 
They first handed the premier a let- 
ter which said in part: : 

“We are convinced that a dufable 
peace can be asstired only in substitut- 
ing for a reign of force that of organ- 
ized right. It is the object of our as- 
sociation to aid in the constitution of 
a society, first of part, and then of all 
the nations. This society should, ac- 


President Wilson, be a most essential 
party in securing the maintenance of 
peace.” 

Premier Clemenceau asked for spe- 
cific particulars concerning the details 
of the organization of this interna- 
tional society, especially as to whether 
the French advocates of the plan are 
colUperating with British, American, 
Italian, and other organizations, to 
ascertain if the present project is sup- 
ported by all nations. 


Essentials of Plan. 


Explaming the detailed plans pre- 
sented to Premier Clemenceau, Count 
d’'Estournellies de Constant said to the, 
Associated Press: 

“The essentials of the plan are: 
First, compulsory arbitration without 
limitation or exception. This leaves 
out the old exception of questions in- 
volving national honor and dignity. 


| Second, limitation of armaments. Third, 


the establishment of a council of ad- 
ministration of the nations for the for- | 
mulation of new international] admin- 
istration and international law proced- 
ure. Fourth, the application of ‘sanc- 
tions’ for making effective the dect- 
sions of the society of nations. 

“Sanctions” Are Fourfold. 

“* Sanctions’ is a diplomatic expres- 
sion, meaning the various steps for en- 
forcing compliance. They are four- 
fold: 

“First — Diplomatic sanction. 

‘The society of nations shall break | 
diplomatic relations with any re 
calcitrant nation and give his pass- 
ports to the ambassador or minis- 
ter representing that nation. 

“Second — Juridical sanction, 
whereby the courts of all coun- 
tries will be closed to a recaici- 
trant nation. It will thus prac- 
tically be quarantined and placed 
outside the pale of civilized states. 

“Third — Economic sanction, 
whereby the economic means of all 
nations shall be directed against 
any recalcitrant state. This eco- 
nomic weapon of the united na- 
tions will be a great power in iso- 
lating any offending nation, cutting 
off its foodstuffs and raw mate- 
rials when it acts in defiance of 
the society of nations. 

“Fourth — Military sanction. 
This is the last sanction by which 
the joint nations would undertake 
to enforce observance of the de- 
cisions of the society of nations. 
This military sanction is the most

Early Aposties of Unity. 


As to the lack of-Jugo-Slav histori- 
eal claims, upon which the Italian 
propagandists are laying 80 much 
stress, let it be remembered that Samo, 
the emperor of Slovenes jn the. sev- 
enth century; Caslav, Serbian prince 
in the tenth century, and Zvonimir, 
king of Croats in the eleventh century, 
were the apostles of the Jugo-Slavs’ 
unity. The struggles of the Jugo- 
Slavs for the use of the Slav lan- 
guage in divine services in the ninth 
century has lived throughout all our 
history, although it has been fought 
against to the present day. } 

The heroic struggles against the 
Turks by Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes 
through centuries prevented earlier 
realization of their aspirations. The 
spirit of Jugo-Slav unity is splendidly 
illustrated in the idealism of Serbian 
Prince Marko, Czar Lazar, and Milosh 
Obilich, our national heroes, whose 
heroic ballads are equally as popular 
among Slovenes and Croats. 


Called Jugo-Slav Language. 


As far back as 1869 the Croatian 
parliament unanimously proclaimed 
the political identity and equality of 
the Serbs and Croats, adopting a reso- 
lution whereby the Serbo-Croat lan- 
guage was from that time on to be 
called the Jugo-Slav language. That 
same year a congress of tho most 
notable representatives of Croatians, 
Slovenes, and Serbians at Ljubljana 
proclaimed the unity of all the Jugo- 
Slavs. From that time on the Jugo- 
Slav: movement has grown. It was 
ably supported by such great men as 
Croatian Bishop Strossmayer, Prince 
Michael of Serbia, and many other 
eminent Jugo-Slavs. 

Jugo-Slavism/is not, and never was, 
an Austrian nostrum, as some Italians 
claim. On the other t&nd, Austria- 
Hiungary has always dreaded Jugo- 
Slavism and has done everything in 
her power to disorganize and destroy 
the Jugo-Slav principles. 

Many branches of public opinion in 
Italy are against Italian dominatiog 
over the Jugo-Slavs. In the Azione 
Socialista. the Roman professor, Sig. 
Gennaro Mondaini, declared recently, 


-minister, Sig. Boselli, stated in a speech 
at Milan: “Italy’s Adriatic vocation 
is not to attack other nationalities, but 
to liberate people of Italian national- 
Many Similar Views. 

Like views have also been expressed 
by Minister Orlando, by Corriera de 
la Sera, and many other noted men 
and publications. 

Italians contend that the Adriatic 
sea ought to become a closed Italian 
lake. This would bottle up from ac- 
cess to the sea Jugo-Slavs residing in 
Dalmatia, Istria, Carniola, and Gorica. 
The offer of Italy's spokesmen to give 
Serbia an outlet on the Adriatic sea, 
without her national unity with Croats 
and Slovenes, would leave her in as 
disadvantageous a position, if not more 
s0, than before the war. Such a prop- 
osition Serbia could not accept. 


Jugo-Slavs Predominate. 


There is no just reason why Italy 
should dominate the eastern coast of 
the Adriati¢, Dalmatia is inhabited by 
97 per cent of Jugo-Slav people and 
less than 3 per. cent of Italians. Most 
of those are in Zadar (Zara), Split, 
Spalato, and a few other coast cities 
and islands, all of which are histor- 
ically and ethnographically Jugo-Slav. 
Rieka has an Italian population only in 
a part of the city, while the suburbs 
are entirely Jugo-Slav. The Italians 
immigrated to this town that had 
purely a Jugo-Slav name, which they 
| translated into Italian, Fiume. 

‘ Istria has a population of 382,652. 
There are 224900 Jugo-Slavs, or 60 per 
cent of the entire population, and 145, 
517 Italians, with 12,735 Germans and 
Magyars.

For the safety. peace, and progress 
of the world a fair and friendly com- 
promise and a just agreement are nec- 
essary and must be reached between 
these two great peoples bordering. on 
the Adriatic. AJugo-Slavs are in sym- 
pathy with Italy's rightful aspirations 
for national unity of her people and 
her future safety, and Italy should 
piace no obstacle in the national unity, 
political and ecotomical future, and 
happiness of the Jugo-Slavs. 

Historical rights cannot in this en. 
lightened age be considered, because if 
that were so there is scarcely a prov- 
ince in Europe belonging to any nation 
to which another nation might not 
have historical claim. The Jugo-Slavs 
have the natural and ethnographical 
right to these lands. They are the 
lands that their ancestors have civil- 
ized, cultivated, and built-up, lands 
that have been exploited and robbed by 
their oppressors, and if there be any 
justice in this world there is no reason 
or question why these people should 
not be permitted to live their own lives 
in peaceful pursuit of their future hap- 
piness and fortunes in friendship and 
brotherly lave with their neighbors, as 
am sureJdugo-Slavs would be glad of 
the opportunity to do, with an alle-

“TOLL OF ‘FLU’ IN 
LAST 3 MONTHS? 


LONDON, via Montreal, Dec. 19.— 
The Times’ medical correspondent says. 
that it seems reasonable to believe that 
throughout the world about 6,000,000 
persons perished from influenza and 
pneumonia during the ‘las¢ three 
months, 

Tt has been estimated that the war 
caused the death of 20,000,000 persons 
in four and a half years. 

Thus, the correspondent points out, 
influenza has proved itself five times 
deadlier than war, because in the same 
period, at its epidemic rate influenza 
would have killed 100,000,000. 

Never since the black death has such 
a plague swept over the world, he says, 
adding that the need of a new survey 
of public health measures has never 
been more forcibly illustrated.

Home Poultry Feeding. 

‘For thrifty growth and satisfactory 
egg production poultry requires a va- 
riety of food. First is the grain. On 
free range all manner of seeds are 
available; when confined grains men ee 
be provided, and that is best scattered 

over a five or six inch litter of oat 
straw spread over the entire floor of 
{the poultry house. The best propor; 
tion is ten pounds cracked corn, ‘eight- 
een pounds wheat, and six and one 
half pounds hulled oats. ; 

After the chickens have gone to roost 
in the evening scattered two to two 
and one-half pints of the mixture over 
the litter for each twenty birds*and 
gently rake it. This will give them 
needed exercise immediately on alight- 
ing from the roosts in the morning. 

If the grain is not cleared up reduce 


“the quantity till the right measure is 


determined. For fattening the propor- 
tions should be about one-half "by | ‘ 
weight of cracked corn; one-fourth of 
wheat, and one-fourth of hulled oats. 


On free range in summer peultte 
finds the necessary nitrogenous matter 
or protein in the form of bugs, beetles, 
and worms. May beetles, plum cur- 
culio, grubs, etc., are devoured by 
them in great quantities and the gar- 
dener ‘is often in position to supply 
these. In lieu of these, anima] matter 
must be otherwise provided, usually in 
the mash, which should be constantly 
before them in a hopper or self-feeder. 
Suitable are beef scraps, put through a 
meat grinder; fresh bone (obtained at 
any meat market), sliced or shaved in 
a ‘bone cutter; the cracklings of ren- 
dered leaf lard; sweet milk, either whole 
or skimmed; sour milk in the form of 
clabber; buttermilk, cottage cheese, 
boiled eggs, the shell removed or 
crushed, and miscellaneous’ table 
ecrape.

ver, and fresh lawn clippings are the 


most available; in winter stored root 


crops (particularly mangel roots); cab- 
bage, kale, and others of that family; 
and sprouted oats. 

Mineral matter must be constantly 
accessible; sharp, fine gravel for grind- 
ing the food in the crop and crushed 
oyster shell to provide lime for bone 
and egg shells. If not available crushed 
old mortar will answer. Charcoal 
should. be available. It acts as a cor-
